Open Library 



This is a prototype library of the future that has access to millions 
of books, videos and audio items from thousands of libraries world- 
wide. This library fits in a small room but still can house music, vid- 
eos, one of a kind or popular books, and a librarian. It has down- 
load capabilities for patrons with music players, e-books, audio 
books and storage devices, and a Print on Demand machine that 
can print and bind a book in ten minutes. 

The purpose of the open library is to provide universal access to 
all published knowledge. By using digitizing equipment, computer 
storage and the Internet, we can realize the dream of the Library of 
Alexandria.

10 Minute Press LLH 

The Print on Demand machine prints and 
binds books from the Internet Archive 
collections. 

• 1 C per page for paper and ink 

• $10 per book for equipment and handling 

• 10 minutes to print and bind a book 

There are manual book making systems set 
up in the Internet Bookmobiles located in 
the US, India, Egypt and Uganda. These 
systems require manual assembly of each 
book. With the 10 Minute Press the entire 
bookmaking process is automated; from the 
printing to the binding and cutting of the 
pages. After one push of a button, you get 
to witness a book being made in front of 
your eyes.
